989,286. 

The original requests, sent to 
the Town Manager in 
December, were $9,460,000, 
compared to the current year’s 
budget of $8,198,200. 

Superintendent Kenneth R. 
Seifert said that this week that 
the 1975-76 budget would have to 
be considered a ‘‘maintenance”’ 
budget, or a ‘‘hold the line”’ 
one, as the school committee 
had insisted. 

However, during last 
Thursday’s final budget ses- 
sion, the committee did give the 
go-ahead to the federally fund- 
ed Deerjump, a summer 
program for special needs 
youngsters in the South and 
Doherty schoool areas. This

The annual budget-whittling 
process now indicates that An- 
dover’s tax rate for the coming 
year could be increased by $1. 

The selectmen and school 
committee, along with the 
Finance Committee have been 
working on departmental 
budgets for the past several 
weeks, with the result that con- 
siderable paring has been ac- 
complished and the figures as 
of midweek indicate that school 
expenses will represent $31 plus 
of the tax rate next year, up a 
dollar, and the town budget will 
command $22, plus.

Next Wednesday, the Andover 
Bicentennial Committee is soun- 
ding a more modern call, for 
townspeople interested in re- 
forming the Minuteman Com- 
pany of Andover. An 
organizational session will be 
held at 7:30 p.m. at Memorial 
Hall Library.

An effort to save the Andover 
Co-Op seems to be growing 
from indications at the Main 
Street store following an- 
nouncement of the possible li- 
quidation recommendation by 
the board of directors last 
week. 

Kenneth P. Thompson, 
treasurer of the Co-Op, 
reported that several inquiries 
had been received regarding 
stock purchase as well as about 
the funds needed to keep the 


store in operation, since the an- 
nouncement in the Townsman a 
week ago and the letters sent to 
stockholders. 

Thompson also reported 
there seemed to be a number of 
new faces shopping at the store 
during the past week, giving 
some indication that there is in- 
terest in keeping the long-time 
Andover business enterprise in 
operation. 

In ‘a letter to stockholders 
issued last week, the board of 
directors indicated that due to 
increased costs of operation 
and declining revenues they 
would recommend liquidation. 

The letter indicated a need 
for $150,000 in new capital to 
continue operations, either 
through n new stock purchases 
or other new investments. 

Thompson said there seemed 
to be some hope in continuing 
the business, through the in- 
terest shown by persons inquir- 
ing about stock purchases. “‘If 
there is sufficient interest, then 
possibly we will be able to keep 
it going,’’ Thompson reported 
this week.

NEEDS Group Opens 
Chapter For County 


NEEDS, the New England 
Elderly Demands Society, spon- 
sored by the Church of Scien- 
tology, has opened a chapter in 
Salem for the citizens of Essex 
County. 

According to Mew England 
Director Miss Juliana Crane, a 
graduate of Abbot Academy and 
daughter of Mrs. Mary H. Crane, 
former Abbot headmistress, 
NEEDS has been investigating 
nursing homes and other in- 
stitutions that care for senior 
citizens for the past several 
months. 


“This seems to be a timely 
opening of the Essex Chapter,”’ 
Miss Crane says. ‘‘With the re- 
cent exposure of the scandalous 
treatment in three Salem nursing 
homes, I feel certain that puptic 
response will be greater now. 
Theawew!firar aid néglect, are 
far less unusual, unfortunately, 
than suspected.”’ 

Miss Kathy Perry of Salem has 
been chosen to head the Essex 
Chapter, and can be reached at 88 
Broadway Street, Salem. 

Miss Perry says she is “‘ap- 
palled”’ at the treatment in some 
of the homes, based on her 
preliminary research. 


“To be forced to live in the 
degrading conditions of filth... 
in a constant state of tranquiliza- 
tion, is inhumane,”’ she says, and 
‘‘comparable only to treatment 
given to some animals.”’ 

“These are people who have 
already lived through hard times, 
and should be allowed now to live 
peacefully. By seeing that they 
are given proper medical care, 
not abusive psychiatric care or 
pseudo-medical care, we can en- 
sure that these people are happy 
and that our futures are certain 
to be happy.” 

According to Miss Crane, 
senior citizens account for 15.6 


per cent of the state’s population, 
and some are continually abused, 
both physically and mentally, 
Anyone who has any information 
on current care facilities is asked 
to contact the new NEEDS of- 
fice. 

“This information, no matter 
how trivial it may seem,”’ she 
Says, ‘‘could possibly help to 
make thousands of people hap- 
pier.” 

According to U.S. Senate Sub- 
Committee findings on long-term 
care, one out of every five person 
will enter a nursing home. At 
present, such homes in 
Massachusetts contain 58,000 
people, with another 2,000 people 
in hospitals awaiting openings. 

There are 90 nursing homes in 


Essex County, caring for more 
than 4,000 scuior citizens

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Editorial Comment 


Those Lights 


The selectmen Monday night refused to accept the 
recommendation of Town Manager J. Maynard Austin 
to insert an article in the special town meeting warrant 
for traffic lights at the public safety center and improve 
the ones in Elm Square. 

The decision seems to be a bad one based on two 


‘points in particular. 


First, and foremost, is the decision not to allow the 
issue to be placed before town meeting. Secondly, is the 
need for some attention to the problem of traffic control 
in the downtown area and in emergency situations. 

The article could have been placed in the warrant, 
and arguments made for and against the proposal after, 
as has been the case with many of the items facing town 
meeting consideration. , 

But, the selectmen, in this instance, chose not to face 
the issue at this point, probably waiting until such time 
as some decisions can be made on the TOPICS program 
- - a Study of the entire downtown area. 

The cost of the installation of the lights at the safety 
center and the upgrading of the ones in Elm Square is 
estimated at $100,000. 

Lights at the safety center were a consideration when 
the building was being planned. With later studies and 
possible funding through TOPICS also planned, they 
were not part of the original design for the area. 


Now, there ‘exists a dangerous situation when 
emergency vehicles must enter the heavily travelled 
North Main street. Visibility is at a minimum at best as 
firefighters negotiate the turn onto Route 28. 


A master control at the fire station could provide safe 
passage when the emergency vehicles respond to a call 
through Elm square, also a dangerous area. 

As for Elm square itself, we doubt that the simple up- 
grading of the lights already there will minimize the 
confusion that currently exists there, but there might be 
some relief. 

While the selectmen may well have overriding 
reasons for rejecting the idea of the lights at this time, 
we still think the town should have had an opportunity to 
vote on the issue, particularly since it involves reliev- 
ing a safety hazard in the center of the town. 


We hope that no serious accident involving death or 
serious injury takes place due to the decision of the 
selectmen not to allow the issue to come before the 
voters. 


It would seem more conscience salving to have 
followed the town manager’s recommendation to 
remove the present hazards presented by no lights at 
the safety center and no accompanying controls on the 
Elm Square lights. 


Counsel 


A joint meeting of the selectmen and school com- 
mittee to discuss the matter of separate counsel serving 
ithe town and school department seems advisable. 

The joint session was suggested this week by Select- 
man Alan F.. French after the town manager revealed 
that some $6,000 was needed to bring the counsel budget 
up to needs for the remainder of the year. 

The increased cost is a result of litigation in which the 
town counsel was involved prior to the school retaining 
its own counsel at a cost of $5,000. 

Current plans call for the continuance of the separate 
counsel. 

A joint session of the two boards could well result in 
some savings. 

The separate counsel need may well have been due to 


the conditions which surrounded the need for legal ser- 
vices several months ago within the school department. 

As for the special counsel to the school department, 
his activity to date has been more or less in the role of a 
consultant, as we view it. 

He has been advising the school committee members 
who retained him along the lines of what they desire to 
hear. | 

Town counsel, both present and past, have insisted on 
all matters being in writing, a most advisable approach 
when dealing with legal matters. 

A single office of town counsel still seems a most sen- 
sible and economic approach, unless some matter of 
gravity presents itself or the work load becomes over- 
burdening. 


The Co-Op 


News concerning the plight of a local business is not 
the type of item we look forward to carrying, and the 
notice of a week ago that the Andover Co-Op is faced 
with possible closing was particularly disturbing. 


The Co-Op has been an Andover institution for many 
years. Even in its large supermarket type operation, 
the food shopping center still managed to maintain a 
certain personality which was uniquely Andover. 

That it is faced with financial problems is understan- 
dable in light of current economic times. 

But, there seems a ray of hope, in that some financial 
support by those who are already members, as well as 
some new stockholders, could well result in continued 
operation of what we consider a valuable Andover 
enterprise. 

Reports indicate there have been some new faces in 
the Co-Op this past week, as well as some inquiries con- 
cerning what is needed to keep the Co-Op in operation. 


We have been impressed with the efforts of the board 
of directors over the past several months to provide 
some effective management techniques to Co-Op 
operations.

Comparison shopping has been done to make sure that 
the Co-Op.remained competitive. 

Needless to say, any retail food operation is faced 
with problems beyond their control in current economic 
times. Food price fluctuation is at a ridiculous level. 
Cost of operation, including such items as fuel and 
power, are also uncontrollable, thus adding to the finan- 
cial problems of any business operation. 

What the Co-Op has and has maintained throughout 
problem times, is a personal type service, a neighborly 
place to shop, a family gathering place, so to speak. 

For the extra few dollars the stockholders alone could 
make a solid investment in an Andover institution. 

General patronage by the food buying public of the 
community would further insure the continued opera- 
tion. 

While cognizant that these are difficult economic 
times, and that every dollar counts, we think that shop- 
ping at the Co-Op will turn out to be a pleasurable in- 
vestment in the future of the downtown area in par- 
ticular and Andover in general.

anemia. Although a lack of iron is 
frequently the cause of anemia, 
the inability to absorb other vital 
elements in the diet also fits this 
disease category.

Moleski, director of the Universi- 


ty of Rhode Islane Drug Informa- 
tion Service, “‘is treated much 
too casually by the media and the 
public. As a result, the public 
often chooses. to correct this 
problem without medical advice. 
And they are encouraged to do 
so. by the great number of 
vitamin preparations that are 
available without a prescription. 

“Over-the-counter (O-T-C) 
are not entirely 
harmless,’ the assistant 


professor of clinical pharmacy 
warns. ‘Water soluble vitamins, 
vitamins B. and C, are not as 
much of a problem because the 
amounts not required by the body 
are excreted in the urine.

‘Vitamins A, D and E, the fat 
suluble vitamins, are handled 
quite differently,” he continues. 
“They are absorbed and retained 
by various organs such as the 
liver and tissues containing fat 
deposits. When consumed in ex- 
cessive amounts, these vitamins 


may create other problems for 3% 


patients.” 


Often, a vitamin alone is not & 


sufficient to cure the anemia. 


I’or example, there is a vitamin ¥% 


13-12 deficiency which retards the 
development of many cells of the 
human body, including the red 
blood cells and the cells of the 
central nervous system. A 
problem arises when patients 
with this deficiency take 
vitamins containing folic acid. 

Many times folate deficiency 
may accompany B-12 deficiency 
and ingestion of folate will 
alleviate many of the symptoms 
of anemia and will appear to cor- 
rect the formation and develop- 
ment of red blood cells. 

However, folate alone will not 
correct the metabolic abnormali- 
ty in the central nervous system. 
Consequently, the patient feels 
better, confident that he has cor- 
rected the anemia, while the 
neurologic damage continues. 
‘Fortunately,’ Dr. Moleski 
says, ‘‘O-T-C vitamins contain 
little or no folic acid and 
products high in folate are 
available by prescription only. 
Vitamin B-12 is found in small 
amounts in many preparations, 
but if the problem is one of in- 
ability to absorb it, the patient 
will need periodic injections of B- 
1g.” 

If iron deficiency is diagnosed, 
ferrous sulfate tablets are as 
benelicial as any of the other iron 
products on the market, he con- 
tinued. There are various com- 
binations of iron and_ stool 
softeners which are intended. to 
counteract the constipating 
effect of iron.
